NCE upon a time a group of lads leav- 

ing school met and dined together 
before going on their several ways in life. 
There were a dozen odd, and a well-assorted 


company they made. 

All the range of human faculty was 
there. One was going up to College with 
classical honours, and it was commonly 
believed that all the dons in Dublin would 
be hard set to find a piece of unseen

BAD ROADS 


DENOUNCED BY 
MINISTER. .

SUGGESTION OF PALD 
COMMISSIONERS.

Replying to a deputation of the Munster 
Motor Association, the President of which 
is Mr. R. H. Tilson, at Cork yesterday, 
Mr. J. J. Walsh, Minister for Posts and 
Telegraphs, was outspoken in his coadem- 
nation of the condition of the roads in the 
County Cork. 

He had no hesitation in saying that the 
roads, as a whole, were the-worst in the 
Free State; agreed with the deputation 
that.many of the trunk roads were a 
disgrace to the country and the County 
Council, and added that their condition 
was a humiliating advertisement of the 
business capacity of their countrymen. 

Things were so bad that Mr. Walsh 
suggested that motorists ought to insist 
that the County Council was replaced by 
paid Commissioners, or that the Govern- 
ment should take over the trunk roads. 


PROTEST ENDORSED. 


MONEYS SPENT ON ROADS. 

Mr. Walsh said that business. of one kind 
or another had caused him to motor quite a 
lot through the twenty-six counties, and, with 
the exception of Cork and one or two others, 
the roads were good; in fact, in the case cf 
many counties it would be difficult to con- 
ceive anything better, even in countries 
where motoring had attained an advanced 
posiison. He was not one of those who 
velieved that good roads alone were going to 
add materially to the economic well-being of 
the nation, particularly when vast sums were 
leaving the country for foreign luxury 
vehicles. The deputation introduced by Mr. 
Tilson -had, however, nothing to do with this 
aspect of the situation. It concerned itself 
with moneys spent on the trunk roads of the 
county, and in this connection he had no 
hesitation in endorsing the protest of the 
deputation. 

The relation of the ratepayers to the main- 
tenance of trunk roads there and elsewhere 
was generally misunderstood. People were 
heard to say that they should not be called 
upop to pay rates for their upkeep. The 
fact was that ratepayers had, or should have, 
no more to say to this class of road than 
the man in the moon, seeing that not a 
cent. of their money was being spent on 
thera. These trunk roads were ob and 
entirely maintained by moneys contributed 
by the users of motors, Moneys are collected 
by the county councils, transmitted to the 
Goverament, and then allocated by the Local 
Government Department to the county 
cOuncils to be expended in a definite way. 

SHAMEFUL WASTE. 

During the last four years hundreds of 
thousands of pounds had reached the Cork 
County Council for this purpose, and as far 
as he could see these big sums had been 
largeiy, jf not shamefully, wasted. That the 
roads there, as a whole, were the worst in 
the Saorstat he had no hesitation in saying. 
This seemed to be a sweeping assertion, but 
he was prepared to leave the matter to the 
verdict of any body of impartial outsiders 

He fully agreed with the deputation that 
many of the trunk roads were a disgrace 
to the county and to the County Council that 
manages them. He would go further and 
say that their conditions constituted a humilia- 
ting advertisement of the business capacity 
of our countrymen. The Youghal to Cove 
Junction road was a typical example. On 
Thursday, after a journey over this road on 
a new car, he had found it necessary to get 
new parts tightened up, because of an un- 
broken succession of pot-holes. The road was 
las bad as ever it had been in pre-Treaty 
| days, before any special moneys were spent 
on it Heaps of dry mud bordered it on 
either side; water tables could well be let 
for grazing; no tar had ever, apparently been 
applied to the surface: and at one stage men 
were engaged in filling in pot-holes with sods, 
possibly from a neighbouring field. Yet a 
big sum per mile had been annually handed 
over by the Government to thé County 
‘Council for its proper upkeep 
| PAID COMMISSIONERS. 

What was being done with this money was 
a matter which motorists were entitled to 
know. To contrast the splendidly laid-down 
streets of Cork City with the discreditable 
condition of the roads maintained by the 
Councilof some 50 or 60 elected representatives, 
was to invite, without question, the replace- 
ment of the latter by a few competent. Com- 
missioners, and motorists, whose sole concern 
this ought to be, should insist that either 
this was done or that the Government would 
at once take over the trunk roads and have 
them administered direct. 

It was difficult to come to any other con- 
clusion than that the people responsible fot 
the direction of affairs of the Cork County 
Council were devoid of the rudiments of ad- 
ministration. If the moneys of the ratepayers 
were being spent in the same way as that of 
the motorists, then God helo them. All that 
he could say was that they were getting bad 
value íor that money. Under the recent Dail 
erant of two milhons for trunk roads gener- 
ally, he assumed that close on a quarter of a 
million would automatically pass on to the 
cork County Council. He hoped that none of 
these moneys had vet been passed on. Fut, 
whether it had or not. he would immediately 
take up the matter with the Department con- 
cerned, and request that a halt be called to 
this squandering, and that other methods be 
adopted in its expenditure

FRENCH AWARD TO CORK

Denis Kelleher, 124 Industry place, Cork, 
the father of seven children, and now unem- 
ployed, was presented, in the Council 
Chamber, Victoria Hotel, Cork, yesterday, 
with the Diploma of the French Government 
and the Bronze Meda! for assisting, last 
August, when a fireman on the s.s.

J. J. Walsh}, who made the presentation to 
Kelleher, told the story of the rescue: When 
nearing Brest, the seaplane was discovered to 
be in difficulties, and without question were 
it not for the efforts of the crew of the Earl! 
the seaplane and those on board would have 
been lost. Mr. Kelleher risked his life, in 
common with the other members of the Earl's 
crew, and succeeded in rescuing from their 
erilous position, the members of the French 
Seaplane Service. 1 |

diploma and meda!, he (Mr. Walsh) wished, 
in doing so, to convey to him the congratula 
tions of the citizens of Cork and of their 
countrymen.

Sre,—In the leading article headed ‘‘ An 
Auspicious Week,” of your issue of Satur 
day's date, when describing how, at the 
Horse Show, the Free State Army Band 
heralded the international teams with the 
strains of their respective Anthems, you 
stated that ‘‘they (the visitors) cannot have 
known how thousands of Irish hearts 
throbbed to a dear and long unfamiliar music, 
and ted with a new respect a music 
which till then had the most painful associa- 
tions for them.”’ 

I do not think that I speak only for 
myself when I say that the latter music 
4“ The Soldier’s Song ’’) still probes deeply 
the old wounds of memories of those ‘‘ painful 
associations.”’ 

Most Southern Irishmen and women, who 
during the black years found themselves in 
opposition, for reasons of principle, to those 
who now rule us, but were then ‘‘ ambushing” 
their way to the Treaty, since the Treaty, 
and especially since the Boundary settlement, 
have done everything in their power to bury 
those memories of a terrible period. | 

They have shown a spirit of desire for 
rapprochement absolutely lacking in the 
party which has refused to take its place in 
the Ddil, although the ruling party consists 
of its old comrades in arms and all that that 
signifies. 

As one of those persons, therefore, who last 
Friday felt in duty bound, when all the 
National Anthems were played, to doff their 
hats, and not make an exception of their own 
country, no matter what tune was played, 
but felt a deep sense of anguish at the 
particular air chosen, I suggest the 
desirability of a Press or other public advo- 
cacy of some other Irish air being adopted 
as an anthem, or else the creation of a new 
one. 

Should this idea be carried to a successful 
conclusion, Irishmen of all shades of opinion 
may, at last, on public occasions be able to 
salute the National Anthem of their own 
State with pride, unmingled with memories

Srr.—I am a Sinn Feiner, not a _ post- 
Treaty graduate, but one of the old type. I 
am proud of the rights Ireland has won anda 
is consolidating under the Anglo-Irish Treaty. 
Despite the label I attach to myself, I am 
neither narrow-minded nor prejudiced. ‘The 
Treaty makes us members of the British 
Commonwealth of Nations, but not its 
flunkeys. I see no reason under the sun or 
under the Constitution for the redundance of 
flunkeyism and God-Save-the-Kingery shown 
during Horse Show week in Dublin. We are 
extremists, indeed, we Irish, and more loyal 
it would seem than the English themselves. 

Let no one accuse me of intolerance. 
never met better sportsmen or better fellows 
than the British representatives (Irish, some 
of them) at the International Jumping Con- 
tests. The anthem-salute accorded each team, 
not excluding the British, as it presented it- 
self before the grand stand, was a well-timed 
and fitting courtesy, but was it necessary to 
play “God Save the King ” for the entries 
of the Governor-General, who was not a com- 
petitor in the contests, and who came there 
under the protection and escort of officers of 
the Irish Army, whose cap badge bears the 
proud legend of ‘‘Fianna Fail,’’ and whose 
anthem is ‘‘ The Soldier’s Song’’? And was 
it necessary to visit an hospital charity dance 
on Wednesday night’ with another ‘‘ God 
Save the King” merely because the 
Governor-General attended, again under the 
escort of officers of the Irish Army’ As a 
citizen of a Free State, I protest against this 
unwarrantable attempt to resurrect a dead 
regime, 

Now, I do not aesire to be misunderstood. 
I was glad to welcome the Governor-General 
to the function mentioned, as I was to 
welcome him to the Horse Show, but I see 
no reason in good sense or under the Con- 
stitution for the refusal to play him in to 
the strains of the Irish National Anthem. 

Finally, I am not super-sensitive. ‘These 
days one cannot’ afford to be. Nor am I 
looking for insults to national pride; but I 
hate grovelling and I hate cheap privincialism. 
Both were, unfortunately, too apparent 
during Horse Show week. They are not 
terms in the honourable Treaty we signed in 
1921. They are demeaning to ourselves, and, 
far worse, they demean us in the eyes of 
foreign visitors, In fact, they did so demean 
us to my personal knowledge. And hence

A COUNTY DUBLIN 
NURSERY. 


VISIT OF IRISH GARDENERS. 

Yesterday a visit, which was organised by 
the Irish Gardeners’ Association and Benevo- 
lent Society, was paid to the nurseries of 
Messrs. Watson and Sons at Killiney, County 
Dublin, by between thirty and forty public 
and estate gardeners of the County Dublin 
and a number of merchants who are inte- 
rested in the horticultural industry. The 
invitation was the result of a suggestion 
made by the Association to Messrs. Watson 
that a visit of the gardeners to their nurseries 
to observe the latest methods of cultivation 
of roses, shrubs and fruit trees would he 
of great benefit to them. 

The visitors were shown over the many 
acres under cultivation. First they were 
taken through the rose department, a garden 
covering an area of about twenty acres. Here 
the newer strain of roses were carefully 
inspected. The fruit tree nurseries were next 
seen, and the visitors spent a considerable 
time in that section of it, which is confined 
to the fan and horizontally trained trees. 
This is a very big department, containing all 
forms of fruit trees, where the apple varieties 
are cultivated by the 1,000 of each sort. 

The ornamental shrubs contained many 
rare varieties, one of the prettiest groups of 
these at present in bloom being the Perowskia 
and the Encryphia. The collection of shrubs 
planted in long borders at either ride of the 
entrance to the shrubbery nurseries is a 
source of great pleasure and interest to 
visitors, each variety being labelled with, its 
botanical name and habitat. 

The Killiney nurseries have built up a very 
big English trade, and besides, during last 
season. they exported stuff to the United 
States, Canada, Australia, New Zealand and 
South Africa. In the busy season between 
forty and fifty hands are employed, many of 
whom are engaged on the export side. 

Both members of the firm accompanied the 
visitors, and the methods of cultivation were 
explained. 

Afterwards the visitors were entertained to 
tea, and Messrs. Watson were heartily 
thanked for their kindness in throwing open 
their nurseries to the Association.

BLACK SCAB IN 
POTATOES. 


TYRONE FARMERS FINED. 

At Gorteen (Tyrone) Petty Sessions on 
Thursday Edward Donnelly, Teebane West ; 
Laurence McAleer, Monenaman; © Daniel 
Morris, Crock; John O’Brien, Aghascribagh ; 
and Patrick Gillen, Aughminacrory, farmers, 
were ‘prosecuted for removing a quantity. of 
potatoes from the townland of Glenvigan, 
County Derry, which district is scheduled by 
the Ministry of Agriculture, under the Blaek 
Scab Order, to the townland of Broughderg, 
in Tyrone, outside the scheduled area. 

Mr. J. F. Dickie, solicitor, who prosecuted, 
said that the Northern Government were most 
anxious to stamp out black scab, which was a 
particularly violent form of disease in potatoes. 
The disease had broken out in certain districts 
in County Derry, adjoining Tyrone, and the 
movement of potatoes from that area was 
prohibited. The action of the Government 
should have the support of the farmers, but a 
number had taken it on themselves to ignore 
the Order. 

Evidence was given by Mr. John Fairbank, 
an inspector of the Ministry, that. he found 
the defendants at the Tyrone border bringing 
the potatoes from the Draperstown direction. 

The defendants admitted purchasing the 
potatoes at Draperstown market, but pleaded 
ignorance of the Order. 

The Bench imposed a fine of £10 in each 
case, with a recommendation that it should be 
reduced to 10s. The Chairman (Mr. Fleming, 
J.P.) remarked that the offence was more 
serious than most people imagined. 


QUARRYMAN KILLED. 


ACCIDENT AT CLONMEL. 

A sad accident occurred at Ballvvelish 
Quarries, near Clerihan, Clonmel, yesterday, 
resulting in death of a labourer named William 
Quinn, of Clonmel, an ex-soldier, aged 29 
years. 

He was working for a contractor in the 
quarry, when a large portion of the bank fell, 
throwing him violently against a rock. His 
head was smashed, and death must have been 
instantaneous.

He re- 
turned without the crutch, and has been able 
to walk without it since that time. 

Murray said that he was in a publichouse 
and saw Cregg there with a bottle of stout. 
Cregg asked him was he going to '' stand,” 
and the witness said that he was surprised 
at him. 

Asked by Mr. D. MacDermot, who de- 
fended, why he said that, Murray replied: 
“ Well, he was at Lourées; he was supposed 
to be a saint.” ; 

Murray stated that a companion of Cregg 
resented the remark, and there were blows. 
‘They were put out of the publichouse, and 
Cregg and Daly followed him along the road, 
where Cregg stopped him and caught a hold 
of him. A fight followed, and Murray said 
that he was thrown and kicked until he 
became unconscious. He was taken to 
hospital in a motor car. | 

Cregg told the justice that he was only 
drinking Jemon a on the occasion. 

Mr. Justice Rice said that Cregg’s remark 
asking Murray would he '“' stand ” was the 
remark of a drunken man. 

When Mr. MacDermot said that Cregg was 
unable to pay the fine, the Justice remarked : 
I cannot help that. I think that his conduct 
has been outrageous. 


THE EXPORT OF IRISH 
PORK. 


LONDON TRADERS’ VISIT TO 
WEXFORD. 


The interest which has been awakened by 
the embargo on Continental imports of pork 
into London has assumed practical shape so 
far as Wexford is concerned. 

During the present week two representatives 
of a London meat firm which had been trad- 
ing extensively in Dutch pigs before the ban 
visited Wexford and met directors of the local 
meat factory and discussed the question of a 
pork export trade. 

They inspected the factory premises and 
examined some pork pigs that were killed for 
their visit. They expressed satisfaction with 
the type of animals, which, however, had the 
slight defect of being a trifle too fat. 

Stating that they were prepared to deal 
with 1,000 animals a week, they assured the 
directors that they would do everything in 
their power to secure railway concessions for 
the transit of the pork and to make the pro- 
ject, 1£ undertaken, a success. 


ALMS BOXES RIFLED.

THREE KILKENNY CHURCHES 
VISITED: AN ARREST. 

The alms and offertory boxes in the Tullog- 
her, Thomastown, and Hugginstown Catholic 
Churches were forced open and emptied with- 
in three days this week, and, provided with a 
description of a ‘‘ suspect ” and a report of 
his movements, a police sergeant travelled 
from Mullinavat to Waterford on Wednesday 
night, and in the course -of a search of the 
l-dging houses there arrested a man named 
James Boyle, who gave his address as 
Shanbogh, New Ross. The prisoner was taken 
to Thomastown and brought before a Peace 
Commissioner on ‘Thursday evening. 

Patrick Jackman, Clerk of Hugginstown 
Church, gave evidence that at about 8.45 on 
Wednesday morning, when he was about to 
open the church doors, he saw the prisoner 
standing against a window next the sacristy 
door. The prisoner said—‘‘ I came here for 
8 o'clock Mass, but it is a deal after 
6 o'clock now.” When the witness told him

that there 
there was no priest available, the prisoner 
cried out, ‘‘Oh, dear! oh, dear! after | 
coming such a distance. However, I will go 
In and say a few prayers.” The witness then 
left, and did not see the prisoner again, At 
about 12.350 his wife reported to him that 
the hexes ia the church had been forced open 
and that all the money was missing. 

sergeant Michael Costeiloe, Mullinavat, 
stated that on learning that a man answering 
the description of the prisoner had travelled 
from Mullinavat to Waterford by the 1.20 
p.m. train on Wednesday he went there and 
He located the 
prisoner at Henrietta street, and told him 
that he was goirg to detain him on suspicion 
of committing the robberies. When the 
prisoner got out of bed the witness turned up 
the pillow and found underneath it a large 
toy revolver, which the prisoner said was a 
keepsake. After being charged and cautioned 
the prisoner made aon signed a statement, in 
the course of which he admitted being in 
Thomastown on Tuesday. 

Sergeant Flaherty, Knocktopher, gave 
evidence of an identification parade, at which, 
he said, the prisoner was identified by Patrick 
Jackman as the man whom he had seen in 
Hugginstown Church on Wednesday morning. 

Patrick and Bridget Lonergan also identi- 
fied the prisoner, and stated that they saw 
him enter Thomastown Parish Church on 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Informed that he would be remanded in 
custody to the next Kilmoggany District 
Court, the prisoner remarked that he would 
prefer to remain in custody, as, if allowed 
out. he would be likely to commit a far 
more serious offence than the one with which 
he was now charged.

THE MILITARY TATTOO. 

From Our Spectar CORRESPONDENT. 

One makes no apology for concentrating on 
the “ Tattoo ’’ that is being held in the Show 
Grounds at Balmoral, for it is in many ways 
the most remarkable event that has happened 
in Belfast for some years. It is true that 
some of us have been to Aldershot and 
Olympia, while others visited Wembley 
Stadium near the end of the Exhibition; but 
for the vast majority of Ulster folk this Tattoo 
broke completely’ new ground, 

Actual warfare is almost impossible to de- 
scribe; here one saw warfare, both ancient and 
modern, carried out in the most realistic 
fashion. Either the storming of Badajoz or 
the example of frontier outpost fighting would 
have been excellent by itself. Together they 
formed a perfect combination, the contrasts 
and similarity being illuminating. For the 
rest, we had plenty of first class music—if 
one is allowed a criticism, it must be that the 
music could have been split up rather Wetter 
than was the case—a firework display that 
observed the same indifference to the teeming 
rain as did the tast audience; and a torchlight 
procession which performed the most intricate 
manceuvres. 

Ex-soldiers who served during the war may 
remember that physical training was at times 
more than a little energetic, but I am willing 
to wager that what they experienced then 
was as nothing to that on view last night. 
Yet an officer assured me that it was part of 
the regular training of troops in the modern 
army. It was especially unfortunate that the 
rain prevented the aeroplanes from appearing 
on ‘the opening night, for to judge by the 
rehearsals their . “ turn’’—flying drill, illu- 
minated by 24,000 candle-power searchlights— 
would have heen one of the most popular of 
all. Before leaving the subject I would Jike 
to recommend every Southerner who can pos- 
sibly manage it to come up to Belfast for the 
Tattoo; for one thing, it can stand compari. 
son with any I have seen across the water, 
and, for another, they will be assisting some 
very deserving charities. 

In discussing Ulster’s “ other Twelfth’’ last 
week, I neglected to mention that the 12th 
of August has also a political importance in 
the North of Ireland, for on that day the 
death of Lundy is celebrated with due 
ceremony. As the holiday’ season is over, 
there are but few demonstrations during the 
day, but at night the “ Brethren ’’ assemble 
in full regalia and burn effigies—sometimes 
remarkably accurate ones—in the 
square. Important men seldom address these 
assemblies, perhaps, for the reason that their 
holiday season still continues, and the speeches 
consist usually of a recital of the names of the 
modern traitors, against whom all loyal 
Orangemen and true must guard, This time 
a rather more important speaker than usual 
appeared in the person of the Minister 
of Labour (the Right Hon. J. M. Andrews), 
who denounced Socialists and Bolshevists as 
the modern traitors to Ulster, this being the 
first year they have occupied the premier 
pos}tion 

The correspondence columns of the Press 
f-equently reflects the principal feelings and 
thoughts of the population with a greater 
accuracy than do the news or editorial 
columns, and Ulster is certainly no excep- 
tion Judged by this test, Belfast is at pre- 
sent chiefly interested iréthe value of tourist 
traffic, a clean and unadulterated milk supply, 
aud the restoration of the sale of tramway 
tokens. The first two speak for themselves, 
but the third requires some little explanation. 
Some time ago it was announced that tram- 
way tokens were on sale at a rate which 
would yield the purchaser a profit varying 
from four to eight per cent. A few of the 
more thrifty bought some, but the majority 
found that they either left them at home or 
lost them, or had to walk a long distance to 
get any, and the sales languished to such an 
extent that they have been withdrawn. No 
sooner was this announcement made than 
every single one of the aforementioned thrifty 
purchasers—at leait so it would appear—sat 
down and wrote to the papers "an it. 

When we saw the “posters on Thursday 
moining the announcement, ‘‘ Big order for 
Belfast Shipyards,”” most of us jumped to 
the conclusion that the order for the new 
gigantic White Star liner had been definitely 
secured by Messrs. Harland and Wolff. That 
was not so, however, and, in fact, the 
directors of the firm profess their ignorance 
of any big new order. Be that as it may, 
it cannot be denied that there has been a 
distinctly more optimistio attitude in the 
shipbuilding industry during the past fort- 
night. Would that the same could be said of 
fast’s other trades. 


THE LATE DR. FOLEY.

23 ADMISSIONS TO OMAGH 
ASYLUM DURING JULY. 

There were no fewer than twenty-three 
admissions to Omagh District Asylum during 
the month of July, that number never having 
been exceeded, and equalled but three times, 
since the asylum was built over half a 
century ago. 

In his report to the Asylum Committee at 
its meeting yesterday Dr. Patrick, the 
Resident Medical Superintendent, dwelt on 
this fact, and added that there were over 


425 males and 355 females in the institution 
—a total of 780. '

the cost of maintenance. The daily average 
number of patients during the period under 
audit was 765, as compared with 772 Jast 
year, and the yearly cost per head was £52 
14s. 10d., as compared with £52 7s. He 
certified for payment of £516 12s. 5d. in 


respect of criminal lunatics.

The British people 
recognise and rejoice in the increasing 
prestige of their overseas kinsfolk; but 
the change has taken place in such a way 
that the Imperial machinery has been 
unable to adap itself to the new condi- 
tions. To all intents and purposes, 
although a new Dominion Office has been 
opened in London, the official relations 
between Britain and the other States of 
the Empire remain as they were .in the 
‘days when the Dominions were ‘‘ Colonies,” 
This condition of affairs has led to all 
sorts of anomalies, especially in regard to 
problems of foreign policy. 

Recent speeches by political leaders in 
the Dominions have given rise to serious 
misunderstandings. Because the Nation- 
alist Party in South Africa and the 
Liberals in Canada have been indulging 
in rather outspoken criticisms of Imperial 
relations, many people have leaped to the 
conclusion that the Dominions are tired 
of the British connection, and that they 
are waiting for the first favourable oppor- 
to break away from it.

None of the 
Dominion Governments participated in the 
conversations at Locarno, and it was mani- 
festly impossible to consult them on every.

ceedings at the conference. ‘As the ‘treaty 
finally was made by the King, all the 
Dominions were bound by it—at any rate, 
in the eyes of the other Powers. Yet 
constitutional practice required that it 
should be ratified, not only by the Im- 
perial Parliament in London, but also by 
the Parliaments of Ottawa, Melbourne, 
Cape Town and ‘Dublin. * Not unnaturally, 
apart altogether from the merits of the 
treaty, some of those Parliaments pro- 
tested against this procedure, declaring 
that they could not be expected to ratify 
an, instrument of which they had no 
official cognisance, with the result that 
the Treaty of Locarno, although it binds 


the whole Empire so far as all its foreign | 


signatories are concerned, has been shelved 
by Canada, and. has received a very quali- 
fied nihil obstat from the Irish Free State. 
Obviously, the Imperial Conference must 
make provision for a unified foreign policy. 
Some sort of permanent committee seems 
to be essential. Possibly the High Com- 
missioners in London can be formed into 
such a body on the model of the Am- 
bassadors’ Conference in Paris ; but in that 
event they must be ‘granted the fullest 
ambassadorial rank. Details of this kind 
must be settled by the Imperial Con- 
ference. The matter cannot be ignored. 
European affairs are in a very delicate 
condition at the moment, and it is essential 
that the British Empire shall speak with 
one voice in the councils of the world. 


lreland’s Fuel. 


The stoppage in the British coal mines 
now has lasted for nearly four. months. 
Despite the importation of foreign coal, 
stocks everywhere are dwindling, while the 
days shorten apace. Soon the autumnal 
demand will assert itself, and scrupulous 
rationing of supplies will be necessary. 
The obduracy of the strikers threatens an 
indefinite prolongation of the struggle; 
but, even if every idle man for whom work 
could be found were to present himself at 
the pitheads to-morrow, recuperation in 
the industry would be slow. Not for many 
weeks after the resumption of work will 
the output of the mines reach its normal 
volume, and the replenishment of depleted 
stores throughout industrial Britain will 
take a yet longer space of time. These cir- 
cumstances ‘point to the need for a narrow 
inquiry into Ireland’s stores of fuel. 
Already merchants are finding difficulty in 
securing consignments, and when Britain’s 
forty millions of people seek to refill their 
cellars against the colder weather and the 
longer nights, the great run upon slender 
supplies may result in a virtual coal 
famine in our island. The crisis ought to 
bring home to our people the impori- 
ance of developing our own fuel resources. 
Ireland imports fifty tons of coal for every 
ton that she raises from her own mines. 
Irish coal neyer can be plentiful, and its 
character unfits it to compete with 
English coal as a domestic fuel. In 
on the other hand, Ireland pos- 
calorific wealth 
awaiting exploitation. Some time ago we 
described thé machine-cutting of turf 
which is practised in Canada and is pro- 
ducing fuel at a cost considerably below 
that of coal. The turf is raised, cut and 
pressed by machine, and is supplied in a 
compact form. A start has been made in 
Ireland on the same lines, but, while only 
small quantities of bog-fuel are handled, 
truly economic working is not possible. 
When Irish peat is cut, not by one 
machine in a given area, but by fifty, its 
transportation in bulk to the market will 
be so much cheaper that Irish town 
dwellers will be able to buy supplies at a 
quarter or a fifth of the price of corre- 
sponding supplies of coal. By canal turf 
is brought from the heart of the bog to 
the centre of Dublin in a single shift of 
less than fifty miles; but every ton of 
coal imported must be carried by rail and 
sea a distance of 150 miles, even if it 
comes from the nearest coalfield. It is 
high time that the State should grapple 
with the problem of making Ireland's 
natural fuel available to the Irish people. 
Peat has an esthetic value which is 
worthy of consideration. It is far cleaner, 
and spares the atmosphere that pollution 
which renders coal-burning cities grimy 
and ‘malodorous. When tutf is burned in 
solitary houses in our cities the wayfarer 
often catches that sweet perfume upon the 
atmosphere that recalls the clean air of the 
West, the. brown-dyed gables and the road- 
side stacks.

Cigarette Cards. 


Nowadays, with cigarette cards and Mr. 
Wells’s pocket history of the universe, no 
one bas any excuse for remaining un- 
educated. In Chambers’s. Journal, Mr. 
Barry Pain appeals for recognition of the 
‘stiffener ’’ as better worthy of the 
collector’s zeal than the postage-stamp. 
He himself, it seems, possesses specimens 
of those cards, issued in the  ’nineties, 
which so much interested Queen Victoria 
that she purchased series of them. The 
South African. War led to the issue of 
cards bearing pictures of winners of 
the Victoria Cross, of generals, and of 
medals. Armorial themes were popular 
in Edwardian days. The crests and seats 
of the English nobility yielded a series of 
150 cards between 1906 and 1908—emblems 
which haye grown less: familiar to the 
popular. imagination in these latter years. 
A series entitled .“ Historical. Events ’’ 
depicted’ on. its last card the funeral of 
King Edward VII. The Great War saw 
several appropriate series, but printing 
was stopped in 1917. Not until the end 
of 1922 did the cigarette card re-appear. 
In the past’ four years an interesting 
variety has been published, including 
many series which have conveyed masses 
of useful information. Every serious 
student of the “ stiffener’’ now. knows 
when Mrs. Kendal first appeared on the 
stage, in which Dickensian novel Major 
Bagstock is a character, how far apart 
black currant bushes should be planted, 
and how to cure gapes in poultry. He 
ean name the most beautiful waterside 
village on the Broads, and tell who 
erected the Mercat Cross in Edinburgh. 
He is expert in first aid; he can describe 
the remora and its duties;.he knows who 
defeated Mr. Tom M'‘Cormick, and how 


many diamonds a.Knight of the Thistle | 


may wear upon his white-enamelled cross.

Man-Eating Lions. | 


There is one part of the world in which | 
the man-eating lion still is an ever-present | 


peril. The Nairobi Correspondent of The 
Times says that in the Sanga district of 
Uganda the man-eaters are plentiful 
and well-distributed. The Chief Game 
Warden of:the Colony declares that, “on 
the least pretext, a recrudescence of 
attacks on human beings may oceur at any 
moment.’’ 
terror: in: the Sanga neighbourhood. One 
lion alone was said to have been responsible 
for 84 deaths. and another killed more 
than 40 persons before it was slain. When 
lions collectively take to man-killing, a 
taint is said to enter their blood which 
may lie dormant even for a few. genera- 
tions, but always will be ready to assert 
itself. Many: man-eaters are old beasts 
with diseased teeth or suffering from some 
deformity which forbids hunting in the 
hatural way. These. creatures, . living 
apart from their kind, are driven by 
hunger to prey on human habitations,: and, 
once a lion, has tasted human blood, it 
seems to be seized by an insatiable craving. 
The Sanga lions, however, were originally 
a strong breed. A pest caused a sudden 
reduction of game in their home country, 
and the starving beasts were driven to raid 
flocks and herds. until—by accident or 
design—they tasted human blood and 
became seized with the lust that has 
stricken terror into the countryside. To- 
day the Game Department considers. that 
every lion in Sanga is a potential man- 
eater. Although the animals may find 
themselves. in an area well stocked with 
game, they prefer to prowl around the 
palisaded labour camps watching for the 
opportunity to sate their desire for the 
blood of man. 


ROAD VERSUS RAIL. 


NEED FOR CO-ORDINATION. 


(By a SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


The report in. yesterday’s issue of the 
transport of cattle by motor from Ballymahon, 
Co. Longford, to the Dublin Cattle Market 
raises the important question as to the extent 
to which motor competition with the railways 
should be developed or controlled. If it could 
be clearly demonstrated that the development 
of motor competition—on an equal basis—with 
the railway would ultimately prove of greater 
benefit to the community than the mainten- 
ance of the railway systems, there would 
obviously be nothing for it but to acquiesce in 
the gradual elimination of the railway, except 
for loads and distances which the motor could 
not accept. But can this fairly be contended? 
Is it not the case rather that much of the 
success which. appears to attend motor com- 
petition is due to the favourable conditions 
under which such competition has so far been 
permitted to operate against the railway? 


THE RAILWAYS’ BURDEN. 

The railway companies not only found the 
money with which to purchase and equip their 
permanent way, but maintain that per- 
manent way (their road) at their own ex- 
pense, and without any subsidy from rates, 
taxes, or other sources. They must operate 
under statutory conditions which 

(a) compel them to carry goods at fixed 

charges, with the result that they have 
no power (except with the approval of 
an outside authority) to adjust their 
charges from time to time to meet new 
conditions, and do not, accordingly, 
possess the freedom of action of a non- 
statutory undertaking ; 
(b) prevent them from’ discriminating 
between paying loads and those which 
are uneconomic ; and 

(c) oblige them to observe labour rates and 

conditions of service to which their 
competitors are not subject. 

Through the local rates the railway com- 
panies contribute to the maintenance of the 
roads used by their competitors, and, in effect, 
in existing conditions, help to decrease their 
own revenues, since the improvement of the 
roads will enable their competitors to draw 
away more traffic from the railways. 

On the other hand, beyond the annual 
licence fee, which, when increased from ist 
January, 1927, will still be inadequate, the 
motor contributes. nothing to the cost” of 
making and maintaining the roads which it 
largely destroys. It is not subject to statutory 
obligations as regards charges for services, 
labour rates, and conditions of service. It 
cannot be compelled to carry goods at fixed 
scales of charges, and it may discriminate 
between paying loads and those which are un- 
economic, while its freedom of action im adjust- 
ing its charges from time to time to meet new 
conditions is unhampered by legislative enact- 
ments. 

As a matter of fair play, it appears 
to be clear that, whether by relaxing 
some of the regulations under which the 
Railways Operate, or by imposing correspónd- 
ing regulations upon motors, both systems of 
transport should be placed as nearly as pos- 
sible on the same footing. In that event, 
the motor would not find- it possible to 
compete successfully with the railway for 
trafic within easy reach of the line, « but 
would find its true, and, no doubt, profitable, 
function in serving districts where the rail- 
way is not available, and in acting as a 
feeder to the railway. 


CONVERTIBLE VEHICLES. 

The fullest measure of co-ordination, how- 
ever, between the railway and the motor 
could be achieved with advantage to both by 
the general adoption of what are known as 
convertible vehicles, for use on the railways 
and roads, since such a system would at one 
and the same time enable the railway to 
be used fully where it is available; . permit 
of the full use of the road where the railway 
is not available, and give the consignor the 
maximum amount of control over his consign. 
rent. 

lt is suggested that the Government 
‘-ould appoint a small committee of experts 
t.,. consider the question of road taxation in 
all its bearings with a view to arriving at 
the proper contributions to be made by 
various types of vehicles using the roads, and 
advising as to the basis (or bases) on which 
these contributions should be assessed and 
collected. In the meantime the Government 
should— 

(a) Reserve to themselves the right to 
control the number of heavy vehicles 
on the roads. : 

(b) Prohibit the use of vehicles of such 
weight as will cause exceptional 
damage. 

(c) Enforce the prohibition of speeds in 
excess of the statutory limits. 

(d) Give the railway companies power to 
run road services in connection. with 
their undertakings. 

The Government also should appoint small 

committees— 

(1) To make a detailed examination of ‘the 
problem of the co-ordination. of rail, 
road ,canal and air transport. 

(2) To consider the practicability or other- 
wise of the ‘‘ convertible vehicle ” as a 
solution of the  road-rail transport 
problem. 


THE COMPANIES’ PART. 

The railway companies should— 

(1) Run their own motors (subject, of 
course, to the limitations suggested 
above) with the object of collecting 
and distributing goods to be carried on 
their systems. 

(2) Establish rail centres from. which ‘such 
motor services would radiate, ' 

(3) Introduce such methods as will reduce 
the costs of handling and trans-ship- 
ment, 

(4) Encourage the co-operative sending of 
produce and other articles, with a view 
to cheapening the cost of conveyance 
and enabling corresponding reductions 
to be made in rates. 

Give full consideration to the possi- 
bility of utilising or stimulating the use 
of what is known as the “ convertible 
vehicle ” as a means of enabling the 
consignor to send goods from his own 
door to the consignee’s door or to the 
ship’s side without breaking bulk; and 

(6) Prepare and submit to the Government 
a considered scheme for the co-ordina- 
tae OÍ rai!, road, canal and air trans- 
po |

Although no agenda has been prepared 
for the Imperial Conference, - which 
assembles in London on October 19th. it 
is clear that the two questions which will 
dominate the proceedings are the relation. 
ship. of the Dominions to the Imperial] 
Government with regard to foreign policy 
and Imperial defence. The exact commit- 
ments connected with the Locarno Treaty 
will be much discussed. General Hertzog. 
the Premier of South Africa, is known to 
favour a large measure of independence 
in foreign affairs. Mr. Bruce. the 
Australian Prime Minister, may not be 
willing to accept full responsibility for 
the policy contained in the Locarno Treat, 
The Imperial Government has given the 
question full consideration, and Mr 
Amery is keeping in close touch with 
Dominion opinion, so that he may evolve 
some system whereby the greatest amount 
of uniformity may be obtained with regard 
to an Imperial foreign policy, 


The Coal Situation. 


The coal situation, undoubtedly, i; 
easier. Events of the last twenty-four 
hours encourage the hope that the end 
of this disastrous fifteen weeks’ struggle 
soon may be clearly in view. If, by great 
good fortune, a new spirit of accommoda. 
tion could be imported into the dispute, 
a quick route might be paved to settle- 
ment.

Shipbuilding. 

No industry has been worse hit in recen: 
bad times than that of shipbutlding, and 
it is refreshing in the hght of other trade 
disputes to see how Labour and Capital 
can combine in this industry to work out 
their common salvation. Work is stagnant, 
and those men—highly skilled mechanics 
most of them—who are fortunate enough 
to find a job get, but 55s. a week, a small 
sum compared with wages.in sheltered 
industnes. A meeting of the masters and 
unions is to be held at an early date to 
discuss ways and means, and to decide 
on arrangements that may overcome the 
present slump to their mutual advantage. 
Owing to various causes, reasons for which 
need not be assigned, a considerable 
amount of building and repair work 
which might have been done in home 
yards has found its way to the Continent, 
and it is largely to discuss how further 
losses of this nature may be obviated that 
the meeting has been summoned, 


The Yachting Season. 


Britannia’s and Shamrock’s racing for 
this season, at any rate, has come to an 
abrupt conclusion. There are seven more 
regattas around the coast in which they 
might have taken part, and their absence 
will cause great local disappointment, as 
the only yachts in the big class now left 
to compete in the different outstanding 
events will be White Heather, Lulworth 
and Westward. The King’s yacht has not 
done too well after her extensive altera- 
tions. In fact, except in fair weather, her 
performances have been unsatisfactory. 
When last under canvas she encountered 
some stiff winds and heavy seas, and her 
behaviour made it prudent to put her out 
of commission. Shamrock’s retirement 
was due entirely to bad luck. It isa 
wonder that, with so many tons of. fon 
hamper falling about when she was dis- 
masted, no one on board was injured. 


Canned Fruit. 


For the first time in this country 
canning plant is packing English fruit. 
The experiment is being tried near Maid- 
stone under the auspices of the Ministry 
of Agriculture. If it proves successful, 
a new market will be opened to growers. 
Although fruit fetches more or less fancy 
prices in the retail market, the grower, 
as a rule, gets only a ridiculously ‘small 
proportion of the profits. Railway rates 
and middlemen cripple him: When the 
chance offers he closes with the great 
jam-makers, selling the whole crop, as 1+ 
stands, for the best bargain which he can 
make. With this new venture he stands 
to obtain a reasonable profit on a fair 
season’s produce. The Board has invested 
£2,000 in the experiment. It will be tried 
for a year, when the plant will be ‘offered 
at its cost price, less ten per cent. Should 
that offer not be accepted, the plant wil! 
be removed to another fruit-growing part 
of the country for further. demonstration 
among the agriculturists of that par- 
ticular area. : 


New Warships. 


and Rodney suggest that those two. great 
warships shortly will be put into commis- 
sion. It is understood that they will join 
the Mediterranean Fleet, where British 
naval strength is centred, in replacement 
of the Royal Oak and Resolution. These 
additions to the Navy will be the only 
battleships in the world which embcdy 
lessons of the Great War, combined with 
ohservance of the Washington Treaty. 
Their construction under the provisions of 
that Treaty was conditiénal -bn the 
scrapping of four still serviceable battle- 
ships and on agreement not to build more 
than a limited ‘number of vessels not ex- 
ceeding 10,000 tons until five years hence. 
The cost of each of these floating batferies 
will be between six and seven millions 
sterling. Each will involve expenditure 
of approximately £430,000 annually for 
upkeep, which sum includes £23,000: for 
oil fuel and over £40:000 for gunnery 
practice. : 


Night Flying. 


Surrey residents are complaining bitter! y 
of the nuisance caused by night flying 
aeroplanes. The roar of engines keeps 
them awake long into the night. They 
are caught two ways—first, by traffic ta 
and from Croydon Aerodrome, and, 
secondly, by operations from the Biggin 
Hill station of the Royal Air Force. From 
the latter experiments of one kind o% 
another are of nightly occurrence, and 
people living adjacent to the busy centre 
declare that pandemonium reigns from 
dusk to dawn. Those occupying houses 
along the main road to Brighton. are 
doubly tortured; for, in addition: to .th« 
nuisance from the air, they are subject 
to the roar of motor traffic, which has 
increased appallingly. on that highway. 
Public meetings are being called “ 
arrange for grievances to be laid befor 
the authorities.

BY MEXICO. 


CROWD'S ATTACK ON

The Mexican War Department has 
broken its silence to the extent of a 
denial that any priests have been executed 
in the State of Michoacan or elsewhere. 
It also denies that any citizens have been 
killed by fighting troops. But the Depart- 
ment admits that five citizens were 
executed summarily for murder in 
Zahuayo and Acambaro. 

The report. describes an attack by 
civilians upon 40 cavalrymen sent to 
Zahuayo to control the excited crowds. 
The report says :—‘‘ To avoid injuring the 
women and children, the commander 
ordered the troops to withdraw to a hill 
near by, where they -imited their activi- 
ties to repulsing the excited Catholic 
fanatics who pursued them. When the 
Federal reserves arrived order was 
restored without any deaths, though one 
priest and several citizens were wounded.”’ 

WASHINGTON, Friday. 

The petition of the Knights of Columbus 
for diplomatic ‘intervention in the contro- 
versy between the Church and the State in 
Mexico and the; repeal of the arms 
embargo, which, incidentally, has disabled 
the revolutionary factions, was presented 
to Mr. Kellogg, the Secretary of State, 
to-day. 

High officials of the Order remained in 
conference with the Secretary of State for 
some time, but the discussions were strictly 
private. 

Mr. Kellogg is leaving to-morrow for 
the summer camp of the President, with 
whom he is expected to talk over the whole 
Mexican situation. -

ADVERTISEMENTS.

NEW POST OFFICE SCHEME. 
The now familiar “Buy British Goods ” 
advice accompanying the date stamp on 
letters in England is in danger of being 
superseded by advertisements, or, perhaps, 
it will stay if there is room for it. The 
Postmaster-General, in pursuance of a 
section of the Economy Act, 1926, has 
placed a contract with a London firm 
whereby they will accept orders on his 
behalf for paid advertisements, which will 
be embodied in the dies of Post Office 
date-stamping machines, and will thus 
appear as part of the post mark on all 
letters passing through the machines. 

Orders may be for a week or more, and 
for the machines at one or more offices, 
and advertisements to appear on several 
millions of letters in a week have already 
been booked, while others on a still larger 
scale are under negotiation. 

The scheme is not confined to com- 
mercial and municipal advertisements. 
Those of hospitals, societies and other 
philanthropic institutions are acceptable.

PRIVATE SALE OF FIRST 
EDITION COPY. 

Messrs. Sotheby stated yesterday that the 
first-edition copy of ‘‘ Pilgrim’s Progress, 
which. realised £6,800 at auction, and was 
returned by the purchasers, Messrs. 
Quaritch, on the grounds that it was a copy 
of the second issue, had again been acquired 
by Messrs. Quaritch on behalf of an English 
customer, for an amount smaller than that 
obtained at the auction sale on July 2. 

Messrs. Sotheby, since the return of the 
volume, have acted on behalf of the owner, 
Mr. Warner, and when the volume was re- 
turned by Messrs. Quaritch that firm again 
made an offer for sale by private treaty, on 
behalf of an English customer, who was 
desirous that the volume should not leave the 
country. Messrs. Sotheby communicated the 
offer to Mr. Warner, who decided to accept 
it. 


Messrs. Sotheby yesterday afternoon stated 
that they had again delivered the book to 
Messrs. Quaritch, and that it had been sold, 
and the matter is now closed.

HOPS ON THE DECLINE 
IN GREAT BRITAIN.

COMPARATIVE FIGURES. 


The acreage under hops in Great Britain 
this year totals, according to a return just 
oe by the Board of Agriculture and 

‘isheries, 25,550 acres, as compared . with 
26,260 acres in 1925—a decrease of 710 acres. 
In 1924 the acreage under hops was 25,900 
acres, so that this year fewer hops are being 
grown than in stles of the two preceding 
years. Kent, the principai hop-growing 
county, has 15,680 acres under hops, as com- 
pared with 16,260 acres last year—a decrease 
of 580 acres. In 1924 Kent grew hops on 
15,970 acres. The other counties where hops 
are grown have 9,870 acres under hops, com- 
pared with 10,000 acres last year and 9,930 in 
1924. Hants, Hereford, Surrey, Sussex and 
Worcester are the more important of these 
other hop-growing counties.

STONE AND BRONZE 
 RELIQUES.

A discovery.which is regarded as of con- 
siderable archeological importance was 
made ‘recently while workmen were ex- 
cavating during the carrying out of im- 
provements at the harbour of Lambay 
Island. 

No details are available as to the extent 
or character of the find, but it is said 
that it included about a dozen human 
skeletons, the bones indicating that they 
were those of men of abnarmally large 
stature. In the proximity of ‘the skeletons 
are said to haxe been found bronze orna- 
ments of very great antiquity, and a large 
quantity of flint chisels and other stone 
implements, as well as what appeared to be 
rude domestic: utensils of stone. 

An Irish Times representative, who in- 
quired about the discovery was told that 
in the absence of the Honourable Cecil 
Baring, owner of the island, no informa- 
tion: could be ‘given. Well-known 
archeologists had the matter in hand, ann 
for the presert there would be no disclosure 
of the result of their investigations. One 
of these ‘gentlemen, when approached, 
would say no more than: ‘‘ It may prove 
to be of very great importance.”’ 

The gossip in the village of Rush, the 
mainland port for the island, would lead 
to the belief that antiquarian discoveries 
on a large scale had been made, and our 
representative learned on the best 
authority that the local story, though 
greatly exaggerated, was not without 
foundation. 

Everything found during the excavation 
has been taken to a place of safety, where 
scientific experts will examine it. Persons 
who might be tempted by curiosity or 
scientific interest to examine the site for 
themselves may be reminded that, without 
the permission of the owner, nobody is 
allowed to land on the island.

AFTER THE HOLIDAYS. 


AILMENTS THAT MIGHT BE 
AVOIDED. 


The holiday season is in full swing. With 
it has come the usuai complaint of colds and 
other ailments by returned tourists who had 
looked to their seaside or country sojourn 
to “ set them up ”’ for the rest of the year. 

Dr. 8. Henning Belfrage, the Honorary 
Mcdical Secretary of the New Health Society, 
yesterday indicated the causes of people being 
so frequently ‘‘laid up ” with colds, in- 
fluenza, and rheumatism upon getting back 
to their ordinary city life and avocation after 
holiday-making. 

Too often, he 
the holiday are toc rapidly. 
lost ; and, again, too _ often the 
holiday is followed by disappointment because 
the individual falls a victim to a severe cold 
or an attack of mild influenza, and feels 
himeelf, or herself, rapidly losing that feeling 
of robust health -which has been such a 
delightful change. The benefit which the 
holiday-makers had temporarily enjoyed was 
brought about by the more open air life they 
had been leading, by the exercise they had 
been taking, and by the change of their daily 
habits—such as longer hours in- bed, change of 
diet, generally in the direction of a more plenti- 
ful supply of green vegetables and fruit,by their 
eating in response to a real appetite, and by 
consuming more fluid than usual. Then their 
mental. horizon had been extended by new 
interests, a different scene, and so forth. 

To most of us, remarked the doctor, when 
we return from holiday and settle down to 
our old routine, it seems impossible to com- 
bine with it any of the habits associated 
with the holidays. We make very little effort 
to maintain the healthful principles of the 
holiday, or soon abandon them. The resist- 
ance mechanisms of the body have not 
been called upon to the same 
extent as is the case during’ the 
days spent in the crowded _ cities, 
when the virulence of infective 
germs is intensified, and the body is con- 
stantly called upon to’ meet ‘their attack. 
Hence we readily fall a victim. 


MINIMISING THE TROUBLE. 

Asked what steps should be taken to mini- 
mise these holiday troubles, Dr. Belfrage ad- 
vised fresh air, sunlight, exercise in the 
open, a dietary which should include fresh 
raw vegetables and fruit every day, with at 
least a pint of milk. Whole-meal bread should 
be eaten instead of white bread. . The cold 
bathing habits acquired at the seaside should 
be continued as far as possible into the winter 
months. Ample hours of sleep. should be in- 
dulged in. All these things provided an ex- 
cellent defence against taking colds. 

When people come home after a holiday, 
he remarked, they were attacked frequently 
by colds because they have acquired a false 
sense of security. He emphatically expressed 
the view that in our ordinary life under the 
hygienic conditions such as he had mentioned 
most of the colds and other ailments we 
suffered from could be prevented.

HE general tone of the situation in the 

coal dispute is hopeful. It is known 

that efforts are being made to have negotia- 

tions re-opened, though as yet they have 
not taken formal shape.

APPEAL TO GOVERNMENT. 

Some two hundred delegates from all the 
coal areas of the country are expected to 
attend the Delegate Conference of the Miners’ 
Federation, which has been fixed for two 
o'clock on next Monday afternoon at the 
Kingsway Hall, London. The precise busi- 
ness of the conference, as indicated by the 
agenda, is to receive detailed reports from 
the districts of the voting on the Bishops’ 
Memorandum and to decide future policy 
aud action, 

The conference will be of an entirely free 
and open character, said Mr. A. J. Cook, 
Secretary of the Federation, in an interview 
yesterday.. ‘I'he miners’ leaders have never 
forced their views down the throats of their 
men, but have always put the position plainly 
before them and allowed them to decide the 

There will be no coercion of the men. 

know how long they can suffer and 
fight. They know what Jonger hours and 
lower wages will mean. The cry of the 
miner and his wife is—‘‘ We have suffered 
long enongh; we are not going to have 
worse suffering imposed al 


upon us. 
Therefore. the struggle is not only one to 
maintain the present position, but to secure 
the future. 

It, seems, Mr. Cook went on, that, a section 
of the Press are again misrepresenting the 
miners’ decision on the joint proposals re- 
commended by the previous conference, and 
are interpreting that as a sign of weakness 
among the men. I would appeal to the 
Press not to again inflame the passions of 
our. men, as that decision was one that was 
clearly to demonstrate to the whole Bii.ish 
public that the miners were not prepared to 
compromise or ty endanger any reduction in 
the standard of life existing in April last. 
Nobody can challenge my statement when I 
declared that that standard was one that was 
low enough for men working in an arduous 
and dangerous industry. 


FEDERATION UNITED. 

Again. a section of the Press is declaring 
tht the Federation’ is breaking up, and that 
men in Nottinghamshire and Derbyshire are 
favouring district agreements. _I1 am sure 
that the miners in Nottinghamshire and 
Derbyshire will not meet to discuss terms of 
any district agreement. The Federa- 
tion stands national 
not 
defeated, long 
while yet against the proposals that are now 
in existence. Unless the Government and the 
owners recognise fully the hopelessness of 
trying to force an eight-hour day and district 
agreements, there is little hope for peace for a 
long time in the mining industry. ' : 

I believe that the British public recognise 
the uselessness of continuing this struggle 
and trying to force our men to longer hours 
and lower wages, and that they will back us 
for a fair deal. I again ask the question that 
has been asked a thousand times—Does the 
British public deny the miner the right to a 
living wage? If the Government recognise 
how futile it is to try to beat the miners in 
this way, and will recognise fully that longer 
hours are impossible, and that a national 
agreement would not only benefit the miners, 
but would be beneficial to the interests of the 
country, then there is hope of a settlement. 

If the Government invite the miners’ 
leaders to meet them, declaring definitely 
against enforcing longer hours and accepting 
the principle of a national agreement and a 
national minimum, and being prepared to 
realise the necessity for a reorganisation of a 
drastic character, then peace is possible. It 
is impossible and unfair to ask us to 
expect the miners to consider further 
sacrifices while the Government refuse to 
compel the reorganisation of the mining in- 
dustry and to abolish the middleman and sales 
agent, and allow royalties to continue in the 
same old way. Let us take a bold and de- 
liberate move in the direction of reorganisa- 
tion, and there is still hope for the mining in- 
dustry. I believe that the whole nation sup- 
ports the necessary reorganisation to ensure 
future prosperity. 


ENGINEMEN’S POSITION. 


MR. JONES’S STATEMENT. 

In a statement issued yesterday concerning 
the agreement reached on Thursday at Cardiff 
between the South Wales colliery enginemen, 
boilermen and craftsmen, and the South Wales 
colliery owners, for an eight-hour day, Mr. 
D. B. Jones, General Secretary of the South 
Wales Enginemen’s Association, said :— 

“It was necessary that someone should 
commence to bring “about an end to this 
disastrous stoppage. The owners, having re- 
gard to all the. economic circumstances, met 
us very generously on a number of matters, 
such as the privileges and customs, 
and overtime rate of payment. - Of 
course, it ought to be explained that. two- 
thirds of our class never received a seven 
hours’ day, with the exception of those é¢m- 
ployed below ground. The new agreement 
will mean fifteen minutes’ extra work per day 
for craftsmen and other surface workers, and 
the continuous shiít men are exactly as before. 

“ The most important feature of the agree- 
ment is the setting. up of machinery whereby 
my Association will in the future be able to 
negotiate conditions, hours, and wages for all 
enginemen, boilermen, and craftsmen in the 
South Wales coalfield. My Association has 
refrained, during the whole of the stoppage, 
from doing anything that would prejudice the 
miners’ ease. , 

“My Association was debarred from parti- 
cipating, in some instances, in food kitchens, 
and, in all instances, from any fands that had 
been sent by other trade triions and ‘various 
other‘ sources to the Miners’ Federation, and 
our people have made up their minds that, 
rather than go on parish relief, they would 
prefer making some agreement to restore work 
in the mines, and they have contributed: their 
share in‘so doing. To place the industry 
back again on an economic basis, we con- 
sidered it was preferable to concede eight 
hours rather than to receive a huge reduction 
in wages, which, we considered, would other- 
wise inevitable.” 

WELSH MINERS’ ATTITUDE. 

The Council of the. South Wales Miners’ 
Federation. met at Cardiff yesterday and 
determined to sustain the policy which had 
been pursued all through the strike. A warn- 
ing was issued to the miners to ignore the 
agreement arrived at on Thursday between 
the coal owners and the craftsmen, in which 
the latter consented to work eight hours a 


day.

COAL STOCKS. 


SHORTAGE FEARED IN 
THE WINTER. 


HIGH PRICES AND 
SMALL SUPPLIES. 


— 


From investigations made by an Irish 
Tintes representative during the last couple 
of days, it appears that there is every 
likelihood of a grave coal shortage in the 
Irish Free State duiing the coming winter. 
This shortage will be aggravated by the 
fact that peat, a good substitute, has not 
been harvested in sufficient quantities this 
summer to cope with increased demands 
likely to be made now that it has become 
known that there will be a shortage of 
coal, 

‘“*In brief,” said a leading Dublin coal 
merchant yesterday, “ the situation will 
be one of short supplies and high prices.” 

The‘coal merchants, he continued, were 
very much in the dark as to how affairs 
stood on the other side of the Channel. 
One : thing was apparent to them, 
however—namely, that there was going 
to be an acute shortage of coal in 
Ireland during the coming winter. This 
would not be very much lessened even if 
the miners decided to go back to work 
to-morrow. To re-open the mines and 
to get them going full blast again was a 
very slow process, not to mention the re- 
establishment of the organisation for the 
distribution of the coal. There would be 
orders in plenty, but the difficulty would 
lie in executing them. 


FOREIGN 


COAL. 


HEAVY FREIGHTAGE. 
When asked why it would not be possible 
to keep on getting supplies of foreign coal, 
this gentleman pointed out that the summer 
was the slack time in the coal trade all over 
the world, There was little demand for coal, 
especially for domestic purposes. When the 
winter season sets in, these countries at 
present supplying England and Ireland with 
coal would feel the pressure of their own 
home demand, and the exportation of coal 
will virtually cease. 

Even at present, he went on, the coal mer- 
chants of Dublin—and they were no excep- 
tion to the general rule—found it very hard to 
get cargoes of coal assigned to Dublin. What 
it would be like when winter comes, he would 
not ‘like to think. 

Questioned whether it was a fact that 
a number of the coal merchants of Dublin 
were taking advantage of the slack time in 
the foreign coal fields to get in large stocks, 
he replied that there were no stocks of any 
size in any yard in Dublin. As he had stated 
it was difficult to supply the ordinary de- 
mands of their customers; besides the mer- 
chants of Dublin had practically to supply 
the whole of the Free State with coal. 

Referred to the prices charged by some of 
the merchants, he said that it was well known 
that some of them did, indeed, charge exces- 
sive prices, but the high prices that ruled at 
present were not due to profiteering on the part 
of the merchants, but rather to the high cost 
of the foreign coal. They had to pay higher 
prices for the coal itself, and added to it was 
the big freightage charge for bringing the 
coal from places like the Baltic and America. 
It was a three weeks’ voyage from Baltimore, 
U.S.A., a week from the Baltic, and five and 
six days from other Continental sources. 

The quality of a good percentage of the 
foreign coal, he added, was up to a fair 
standard, though not up to the standard of 
the British coal. 


PEAT FOR DOMESTIC USE. 

Peat, if it could be obtained in sufficient 
quantities for use in the cities and large 
towns of Ireland, would have made an ex- 
cellent substitute for coal for all domestic 
purposes, and would have considerably re- 
lieved ‘the ‘present situation of much of its 
black outlook. 

It is interesting to note that over seven 
million tons of peat were consumed annually 
in Ireland, and the reserves of this fuel are 
enormous. 

It is estimated that the bogs of this country 
contain no less a quantity of peat than 4,000 
millions of tons, an amount sufficient to meet 
all the requirements of Ireland, for fuel for 
all purposes, for something like 200 years. 
These ficures are on the authority of Mr. 
George Fletcher, F.G.S., M.R.I.A., an expert 
on the peat fuel question. 

The calorific qualities of a ton of peat are 
half those of a ton of coal. Approximately, 
4,500,000. tons of coal are imported into Ire- 
land annuallv, and 90,000 tons of coal are 
mined in Ireland. When this is placed in a 
ratio with peat, if would mean that about 
ten million tons more of peat would need to 
be produced to take the place of coal in Ire- 
land. In this respect it is to be borne in 
mind that virtually the whole of the seven 
million tons of peat consumed is burned on 
the domestic hearths of the farmers and 


poorer class of peasants. 
IMPOSSIBLE. 


The question whether it would be pos- 
sible to get a sufficient quantity of peat cut 
and dried to cater for the needs of the people 
in the place of coal during the coming winter, 
was discussed by an Jrish Times representa- 
tive with Mr. F. P. Griffith, Managing Direc- 
tor of the ‘Turraun Peat Works (the Leinster 
Carbonising Company, Ltd.), at his offices, 
Dublin, yesterday afternoon. His reply to 
the question was that it was impossible. 

Peat, as used in Dublin, he said, was 
mainly for kindling purposes, and that by the 
poorer classes. The well-to-do used it fre- 
quently for fires because of its sweet aroma 
and cheerful blaze. One of its drawbacks for 
wholesale use in the city was. the amount of 
space it took up as compared with coal. 

The value of peat as a fuel in the future 
was enormous. ‘‘Coal cannot last for 
ever,” said. Mr. Griffith, “ and as the 
seams go deeper into the earth the 
greater the cost, with a consequent rise In the 
price of coal year by year. Oil, as is well 
known, is an indeterminate fuel, for no one 
knoavs how long its supply will last. Peat, 
on the other hand, is the fuel of the future, 
at least as far as Ireland is concerned, and, 
if the system of mass production is applied 
to it as to other things, it can be produeed 
at a price that will make it popular. But, 
first, this would have to be taken in hands 
by the proper authorities, and handling and 
transport facilities, particularly by canal, 
would have to be considerably improved. . 
Though little can be done this year, suit- 
able action could be taken to avoid a possi- 
bility of a recurrence of a shortage of essential 
fuel, as at present, in the future.”

would have been impossible. At present, 
they bad one excavator at work on a bog 
at Ferbane, Offaly, which was portion of the 
Bog of Allen, and were able with this one 
machine to turn out about five thousand tons 
of peat in a full working year. The amount 
produced at the moment, however, was at 
most three thousand tons per annum. 

The machine they had introduced was 
similar to that used extensively in Canada, 
Svreden and other countries. It consisted of 
a great excavator which dug to a depth of 
twelve feet. The peat was deposited from 
it into a large macerating machine which cut 
up the peat by means of big knives working 
in opposite directions. The peat emerged 
from this machine in a pulp-like sodden mass, 
and was notched off into brick lengths by 
means of a wheel. It then ran along plates 
on a conveyor two hundred feet long. “When 
the conveyor was full it turned the peat over 
on to the bog where it was left to be air- 
dried in the ordinary manner. All the while 
the excavator moved along the trench digging, 
macerating and conveying. The whole was 
worked by electricity generated by power 
from a boiler fed with machine peat. The 


TRAMCAR AND ’BUS

MANY PERSONSINJURED 
IN LONDON,

A London County Council tramcar and a 
London General Omnibus were in collision on 
Westminster Bridge yesterday evening durin 
rush hours, between 6 o'clock and 6.30 
Several persons, including the driver of the 
tramcar, were injured, and the ‘bus was 
wrecked. 
It appears that the ‘bus, which was pro- 
ceeding towards South London to Plumstead, 
while endeavouring to avoid a taxi-cab, got 
on the tram line as the tramcar was ap- 
proaching from the south side towards West- 
minster. The "bus passengers were thrown 
in all directions. 
Police and passers-by rushed to their 
assistance, ambulances were quickly on the 
scene, and the injured were taken to St. 
Thomas's and Westminster Hospitals. About 
twenty. were conveyed to the first-named 
institution, and it was found necessary to 
detain six, including the tram driver. The 
"bus driver and conductor escaped injury. 
Seven persons were taken to the other hospi- 
tal, but their injuries were not serious. 
The bus was well loaded at the time, inside 
and outside, with homeward bound passen- 
gers, and those detained included five women. 
The tram was lightly laden, and did not 
leave the rails. Glass was smashed and 
the front damaged. The driver was flung 
back, and his head, striking the woodwork, 
he was rendered unconscious. 
The force of the collision carried the "bus 
acrcss the read, but it did not overturn, Its 
condition as a complete wreck shows the 
marvellous @scape of the passengers. . 
A clergyman, who was reading his bible 
inside, said that it was a terrible crash. The 
whole of the "bus collapsed about his ears, 
and he wondered what had happened.

MEXICAN MINING: 
LAWS. 


THE REGULATION OF 
CONCESSIONS.

NEW YORK, Friday. 

The Mexican Government has issued regu- 
lations for the enforcement of the new mining 
law, under which all commercially valuable 
minerals and precious stones are national pro- 
perty. The Government has now decided 
that coal, as well as petroleum, comes within 
the terms of the law. á 

The full effect of the new law will remain 
uncertain until it has been tested in actual 
application. The law covers in great detail 
the grant and management of mining conces- 
sions. Mining-land titles already existing are 
recognised, as also are exploration conces- 
sions granted before May, 1917, the date 
when the present National Constitution 
was promulgated. In the grant of 
future concessions Mexican citizens will 
be giyen preference. Foreign corporations 
under no circumstances can obtain such 
mining concessions, though foreign in- 
dividuals may obtain concessions if they will 
waive the protection of their home Govern- 
ments for Mexican investments. 

The Government will establish an elaborate 
system of inspection and supervision, with 
the power to impose heavy fines for failure to 
comply with the various requirements. It 
is required that 90 per cent. of all workers, 
as well as 50 to 90 per cent. of all technical 
forces, must be Mexicans. 


ITALIAN FIREWORKS 
EXPLOSION. 


MANY WORKERS KILLED. 

From ‘Tre Trmes’’ CORRESPONDENT. 

MILAN, Friday. 

Following on the fireworks explosion ten 
days ago in Campani, in which twenty 
people lost their lives, another serious ex- 
plosion occurred yesterday at a fireworks 
factory at Capurso, near Bari. About twenty 
men were working on the premises at the 
time, and all of them were caught in the 
blazing ruins before they could escape. 

The work of rescue was made very 
dangerous by the presence near the factory 
of big stocks of gunpowder, and there was 
a panic among the surrounding population 
until it was known that the fire had been 
dominated. ' 

So far, eight dead bodies have been re- 
covered from the débris of the wrecked 
factory, while seven men are still missing. 

The cause of the explosion has not yet 


been discovered. 
THE DANUBE EXPLOSION,

The report that no one was killed at the 
explosion at Caepel is officially confirmed. 
The total casualties were two persons 
seriously injured, and about, sixty slightly in- 
jured by fragments of glass or suffering from 
shock. 

The explosion was the result of spontaneous 
combustion in the powder galleries, where 
the firing powder was stored in shelves so 
that the force of the explosion could only be 
directed upwards. The guard of the powder 
works received the alarm sigpal twice from 
the watchmen. 

The Fire Brigade and the enginese, troupe 
averted a greater catastrophe by flooding the 
buildings and throwing earth over them. As 
a result of the great concussion all the 
windows of ‘the neighbouring houses were 
blown in, and many buildings were damaged.

PAPER PULP INDUSTRY IN 
3 DANGER.

OSLO, Friday. 

Norway's biggest export industry, that of 
reper pulp, is in grave danger. To-morrew 
a general lock-out throughout the whole of 
the Norwegian paper and pulp mills begins, 
and considerably over thirteen thousand 
verkers will be directly affected. 

This Labour crisis has been brewing for 
somo time, the employers declaring that the 
state of the trade and industry necessitated 
a:1 immediate reduction of all rcund pro- 
duction costs if the Norwegian industry 
was to continue capable of com- 
peting with foreign markets. Accordingly 
the employers decided that wages throughout 
the industry must be reduced by at least 
twenty-five per cent 

The workers, through their organisations, 
declared their unwillingness to accept such a 
decrease, and, accordingly, the whole ques- 
tion was sent to an official mediator. During 
the past week strong efforts have been made 
to conciliate the conflicting parties. 

This morning 4 conference took place at 
which the leaders of both sides were present, 
when the official mediator informed the 
gathering of his failure to bring the parties 
into line. Thereupon the employers de- 
manded that all mediation efforts should 
cease, and declared that the lock-out will 
begin to-morrow morning. 

The industry helieves that the corflict will 
extend over a considerabla period, but it is 
declared to-day that if no settlement is- in 
sight at the end of the first four weeks, the 
official mediator, according to Norwegian 
law, must summon together the conflicting 
parties and again attempt conciliation. 

The paper pulp industry is Norway’s most 
important export. ~ It is chiefly used for 
newspaper printing, and is exported in large 
quantities throughout Europe and America, 
The value of the paper pulp exports during 
the first half of this year was fourteen 
hundred million kroner.

“COME TO BRITAIN” 
MOVEMENT. 


IRELAND REPRESENTED 
AT LONDON MEETING, 


-“ 


Sir F. Towle presided at a meeiing oí the 
“Come to Britain” movement which was 
held yesterday at the Hotel Metropole, 
London. There was a large attendancé, 
which included Lord Ebury, Sir C. Higham, 
Mr, -Albert Gowie (Drapers’ Chamber of 
Trade), Mr. Rumfitt (Jersey Chamber of Com- 
merce), Mr. John» Hatton (Secretary of the 
British Spas Federation), Mr. Jackson (in- 
corporated Association of Retail Traders), Mr. 
BE. a (Irish Tourist Association), Mr. 
E. A. Weir (Canadian National Railways), 
Mr. Haward Lee (American Consul-General), 
Mr. J. B. Elliott (Southern Railway), and 
Mr. H. W. Fraser (Great Western Railway). 

The Chairman said that they had come to 
report progress, and to ask the autherity of 
the meeting to proceed with the movement 
on the lines which seemed most likely to lead 
to a successful issue. He should tell them, 
first of all, that the movement had made pro- 
gress since they last met. They had had a 
conference at the Overseas Trade Department, 
at which the Foreign Office, the Customs, 
Board of Trade and other Government de- 
partments were represented. 

The Chairman added that Mr. A. M. Samuel 
said at once that, while he did not want 
to turn this into a Government undertaking, 
as far as he was concerned, they could rely 
on him to support the movement in every 
possible way, as he considered that it was a 
movement which. was primarily an Im- 
perial movement, not only to bring 
foreigners to England, but also to 
bring people here from the Domiriions over- 
seas. They raised the question of the 
examination of passengers’ luggage on board 
boats and trains, and also questions as to the 
operation of the silk tax on people from 
America and elsewhere abroad passing 
through. ‘They were surprised to find that 
the Customs authorities agreed with them, 
that travellers coming from a foreign country 
and passing through England on their way to 
America, the Dominions or elsewhere need 
not pay the fax at all, if they satisfied the 
Customs officials on this point. 

The Customs also said that they would be 
glad to reconsider the question as to whether 
it would be possible to have the luggage of 
travellers from abroad examined on the boat 
or train in the light of the statements made 
to them on that occasion. Ile suggested that 
the meeting should authorise the Committee 
to approach the heads of the principal com- 
mercial undertakings, Chambers of Commerce 
and associations and towns which had already 
given them their support, and also the News- 
paper Proprietors’ Association, the Institute 
of Journalists, the National Union of 
Journalists, and that they should ask them 
to: nominate permanent members of these 
various bodies on the Council of the move- 
ment.

STARTLING DISCOVERY 
IN A RECTORY.

CLERGYMAN AND SERVANT 
FOUND SHOT. 

A shocking tragedy occurred at Grindon, 
seven miles from Leek, Staffordshire, on 
Thursday evening. when the rector, the Rev. 
John Alexander Smith, aged 67, and his 
housekeeper, Miss Hannah Austin. 57, were 
found unconscious, suffering from bullet 
wounds. 

The discovery was made by Miss Poyser, 
of Intake Farm, Grindon, who visited the 
rectory, as was her usual custom, to deliver 
milk at 7.50 p.m. Receiving no response to 
her knocks, she glanced through the kitchen 
window and heard groans. She opened the 
front door, and was horrified to see the house- 
keeper lying at the bottom of the stairs in a 
pool of blood. 

Miss Poyser immediately went for assist- 
ance, and on the arrival of the police and a 
doctor it was found that Miss Austin was 
suffering from bullet wounds in the head. 
Further search resulted in the discovery of 
the rector lying on the front bedroom floor, 
also suffering from bullet wounds in the head. 

After medical attention the rector was con- 
veyed to the North Staffordshire Royal In- 
firmary, and “Miss Austin was removed to her 


parents’ home at Newclose Farm, Grindon, |

BRITAIN’S OVERSEAS 
TRADE. 


BIG DROP IN COAL EXPORTS. 

Detailed figures were issued vesterday of 
the Board of Trade returns of Britain’s over- 
seas trade in July. When compared with 
June, both imports end British exports show 
increases, the respective gains being £2,786,232 
and £7,156,765 on totals of £100,290,593 and 
£57,265 ,806. 

Comparing these aggregates with those of 
July, 1925, however, the advance in imports 
is ene of £1,571,373 only, while British 
exports show a drop oi £7,562,563. Re- 
= which amounted to £9,449,956 in 
July, are down £1,503,379 on the June 
figures, and have declined £1,926.274 com- 
pared with the statistics for the seventh 
month of last year. 

Analysing the import figures for July and 
comparing them with the corresponding 
month last year, food, drink and _ tobacco 
show a drop of £2,755,237. With respect to 
raw materials and articles mainly unmanu- 
iactured, in which the increase. was 
£3.207,772, coal showed an advance of 
£4, 147,277. 

British exports in July, when compared 
with the corresponding mouth last ‘year, 
showed decreases under all five main head- 
ings. the drop of ,£4,570,155 in raw 
materials and articles mainly manufactured 
is practically accounted for by coal, the 
export in July being only £7,708, against, 


£4,465 ,092.

LONDON THEATRES. 


MR. GALSWORTHY’S 
“ ESCAPE.”’ 


From OUR Own CORRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Friday, 

Mr. John Galsworthy has written another 
problem play in “ Escape,’’ which has been 
produced at the Ambassador's Theatre. It 
has a prologue and nine episodes, and is 
written on the model of the film. 

“ What would you do if you met an 
escaped convict?’ is the question that he 
puts to his audience. His escaped convict is 
Captain Denant, who has been sentenced to 
five years for the manslaughter of a detective 
who had endeavoured to arrest a girl to 
whom the Captain was talking in Hyde Park. 

Mr. Galsworthy shows how a number of 
eople act when the Captain escapes from 

artmoor- A modern woman gives him her 
husband’s razor so that he can shave, 
presents him with a Burberry, and suggests 
that he should pose as a fisherman. 

A retired judge recognises the convict, but 
lets him go. ‘‘ My experience to-day has 
made me quite human,” he says. A picnic 
party is divided amongst itself—a man in 
““ plus fours ” wants to inform the police, but 
the young wife sides with the prisoner, even 
when he steals their motor-car. A farmer 
and his labourers endeavour to capture the 
convict, but he escapes into “a cottage of 
gentility,” where a sporting, free-thinking 
and generous woman helps him on his way; 
and even her religious sister “ lies” to put 
the police off the “‘ scent.” | 

Eventually he seeks sanctuary with a 
broad-minded clergyman, who is on the point 
of lying to save his uninvited guest, when 
the Captain gives himself up to the police. 

Written by any other author, the play 
would lack interest, but Mr. Galsworthy 
holds his audience enthralled to tue end. 

Mr. Nicholas Hannen, as the convict, gives 
a very skilful performance. Miss Molly Kerr 
also does splendid work in a single scene, 
while Mr. Leon M. Lion, Mr. Stafford 
Hilliard, Mr. Austin Trevor and Mr. Gerard 
Clifton also deserve praise

100 MEDICAL STUDENTS OFF 
FOR CANADA AND U.S. 

One hundred medical undergraduates from 
Cambridge and Oxford sailed from Liverpool 
yesterday in the Cunarder Aurania for a tour 
of the chief universities, hospitals and clinics 
in Canada and the United States.

OOUNT VOLPT'S HOPEFUL 
‘STATEMENT, 


MR. MELLON’S VISIT.

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From Revter’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
ROME, Friday. 

Interviewed concerning Mr. Mellon’s 
visit; to. Rome, the Finance Minister, 
Count Volpi, informed Reuter’s represen- 
tative that Mr. Mellon’s stay, as had been 
already stated, was of a purely. private 
character, and that the calls made upon 
himself and Signor Mussolini were 
courtesy calls only. 

‘It is easy to understand, however, ' 
Count. Volpi added, ‘‘that being both 
statesmen and Ministers of Finance, our 
conversation should have touched upon 
financial problems, though without any 
definite object in view. Mr. Mellon was 
able to see, on the spot, that the facts 
set .orth during the debt negotiations at 
Washington corresponded to the actual 
state of affairs in Italy, and he expressed 
his gratification at this.” 

Count Volpi admitted that questions of 
currency and exchange had figured among the 
topics discussed, ‘‘ though merely in a general 
way. as befitted a private conversation 
between the Finance Ministers of two friendly 
nations.’” In this conneétion, Count Volpi 
pointed out the importance of the financial 
results obtained by Italy and the recent 
measures adopted by. the Government. The 
financial year has ended with a Budget surplus 
of a billion and a half lire, and the war debts 
had been settled by means of the payment of 
the reparations from Germany to Italy’s 
creditors. The public debt was constantly 
decreasing. The right of issuing bank notes 
was centred in the Bank of Italy alone, and 
the trade balance was now strictly supervised 
by the Government, which was: determined 
to improve it. 

‘‘ Still more important,” Count. Volpi con- 
tinued, “are the measures approved at the 
last Cabinet Council, tending, firstly, towards 
decreasing, with the final intention of abolish- 
ing completely, the noté circulation issued on 
behalf of the State, and, secondly, towards 
the complete separation of the Bank of Italy 
trom the Treasury, rendering one independent 
of the other. Finally, we have decreased the 
public debt by a billion and a half.”’ 


REDUCED NOTE CIRCULATION. 

The note circulation of the State, Count 
Volpi said, had been reduced by 200,000,000 
lire last April out of the Budget surplus, but 
another More important step in this direction 
would be taken with the suppression 
of the autonomous consortium of industrial 
securities. This suppression would also 
have the advantage of limiting the State's 
currency accounts to two only, namely—the 
circulation issued on behalf of the State and 
that issued on behalf of commerce. 
Count Volpi attached great importance to 
the consolidation of the billion and a half lire 
of the floating debt, represented by the 
Treasury Bouds aud obligations payable in 
25 years, bearing 4.75 per cent. interest. 
The consolidation, brought about with the 
surplus of last year’s Budget, was effecting 
also a saving in future interests which would 
not have to be paid—a saving which amousis 
to a present value of ‘half a billion lire. 
These steps, which have been taken by the 
Italian Treasury, Count Volpi concluded, 
ars in accordance with the rules of finance 
followed by Great Britain, where the Bank 
of England is independent of the Treasury. 
It should be noticed also that the Bank of 
Italy’s character of a private stock cumpaay 
has not been changed by recent legislative 
measures, which have concentrated in it tne 
chief power in the money market.

GREAT NORTHERN STAFF 
CHANGES. 


CO. MONAGHAN PROTEST. 

l'orty-one nrembers of the County Monaghan 
Agriculinral Committee protested against the 
suggesied proposals of the Great Northern 
Railway Company to transfer some of its 
headquarters to Belfast and Enniskillen. ‘Ihe 
issue was raised by Senator Toal, who pre 
sided. 

He said that from reports in the Press it 
appeared that the (treat Northern Railway 
Company were to transfer some of their im- 
portant offices from the Free State. It was 
understood that the Dublin office was to be 
transferred to Belfast and another important 
branch to Enniskillen. It was very im- 
portant that the directors should re-consider 
this matter before doing anything final. Thev 
in the Free State, and particularly in that 
county, had not established other transport 
systems, but had taken up the question of 
the taxation of motors and lorries; but if 
they found that important offices at Dublin 
and Dundalk were to be transferred to Belfast 
or Enniskillen things might be different. He 
only wanted to warn the Great Northern 
Railway that this was a serious question, and 
if anything was attempted it was one at 
which two parties coul dplay. 

Mr. Edward Brady, Clones, said that it 
might be a serious matter for the Great 
Northern Railway if they removed their 
offices from the Free State. It was supposed 
that the move- was in the interests of 
economy. If thet was so Clones was the 
most central position on the Great Northern 
line. They fully recognised that the railways 
were a national asset, and they had 
endeavoured to support them. ‘The directors 
Should re-consider the matter. 

Mr. E. Kelly said that if such changes took 
place, no matter what view the directors 
took of it, the public would take their view, 
seeing that the important offices were to be 
transferred to the six counties. if there was. 
any change, why should it not be made to 
Dundalk, which was the most central station 
on the line? He did not believe that there 


He thought that it was only a rumour, and 
hoped it might go no further. 


THE GREENORE SERVICE. 

Subsequently Mr. Patrick Conlon moved 
that the London, Midland and Scottish be 
epproached with a view to having the former 
services between Greenore and Holvhead 
resteaed, as serious inconvenience was ‘being 
caused to traders, and, further, that the com- 
pany be requested to carry passengers on their 
boats. 

Mr. Conlon said that the services had been 
restricted, and it was stated that it was for 
the want of coal, but he knew that thev had 
plenty of coal.

Mr. Joseph McClean said that they should 
cac on the Government to investigate all the 
rates, 

Mr. Conlon said that it cost 2s. per head to 
ship cattle from Free State ports, It was only 
ls, per head from Belfast. Unless the Govern- 
ment took action it would be a serious matter. 

The Chairman said that it was a serious 
question, and he asked the Secretary of the 
Committee to put the facts as stated by Mr. 
Conlon before the Government. 

It was agreed that this should be done.

NO LEGAL STANDING IN 
CONSTANTINOPLE.

CONSTANTINOPLE, Thursday. 

Following on their action in closing the 
British and American Chambers of Commerce 
here, the police have now also visited the 
French and Italian Chambers, and ordered 
those in charge to close them immediately. 
At present it is impossible to analyse the 
motives underlying the action taken up by 
the authorities, but it is-said that the local 
Turkish Chamber of Commerce considers that 
it alone ought' to enjoy the privilege of 
issuing certificates of origin. The British 
Chamber has rarely issued such certificates, 
but the French and Italian Chambers have 
often done so. 

I understand that the majority, if not all, 
of| the foreign nations affected by the present 
action of the authorities have protested, or 
are about to protest. to Angora against the 
order to close the Chambers of Commerce. 
Naturally, there is a good deal of indignation 
in| foreign commercial circles, and even the 
more moderate men feel that the manner in 
which | old-established foreign — institutions 
have been treated, besides being a serious 
breach of international courtesy, can hardly 
fail to do harm to Turkey herself.

SUBMARINE DISASTER 
INQUEST. 
tote 

CORONER ON NAVAL 
TRADITIONS. 


The inquest on the six victims of the 


‘| disaster to submarine H 29 was opened at 


Devonport yesterday afternoon. 

Expressing the deepest sympathy with the 
relatives of the deceased, the Coroner (Mr. 
J. A. Pearce) said that the whole country 
mourned with them the loss of six brave men 
who met their deaths at the post of duty. It 
would be a very great consolation to the 
relatives to know that their beloved ones met 
with no lingering death, but that they passed 
to the great beyond within two or three 
minutes. 

He paid a tribute to the acts of heroism 
exhibited at the time of the disaster, and said 
that thev showed that the noble traditions of 
the British Navv—with which the Royal dock- 
yards were so closely allied—handed down by 
our forefathers were faithfully observed by all 
on hoard the H 29. 

After hearing formal evidence of identifica- 
tion, the Coroner adjourned the inquest until 
ten o'clock on Friday morning at Devonport 
Guildhall.

ENGLISH TERRITORIAL 
FORCE. 


END OF TRAINING SEASON. 


The Press Association s Military Correspon 
dent writes :—lo-day the Territorial training 
season will virtually come to an end, ar 
the last of England 's voluntary soldiers will 
return to the monotony of industrial and 
office life. There are still some few units to 
carry out training in one or other arm of 
the Territorial Army—the 70th (West Riding), 
the 54th, 55th and 56th (Wessex), and the 
95th (Hampshire Yeomanry) Field Brigades, 
R.A. the Essex Heavy Gunners, the City of 
London Anti-Craft Brigades, and a few odd- 
ments of divisional trains and field am- 


bulances. These, however, are but a drop | 


in the ocean in comparison with the thousands 
that have trained, mostly under canvas, 
during the past three weeks. The infantry 


units for the most part completed their camp | 


training last Saturday; to-day the last six 
brigades will fold up their tents and steal. 
more or less, silently away. Every one of 
those six brigades is noteworthy from one 
cause or another. 

Most notable, probably, is the East 
Midland Brigade, which for the past fort- 
night has trained under the command cf 
Colonel J. Brown on the cliff-tops at Dov». 
The Brigade Commander, himself. is almost a 
unique figure, for it was as a private soldicr 
that he first figured as a member of this 
Territorial Brigade. - He, like General Sir 
Horace Smith-Dorrien, who abolished military 
piquets, has a sublime faith in “Tommy 
Atkins,” Regular or Territorial. for, during 
the camping fortnight, he abolished “lights 
out’’ and allowed his troops to return at 
night to camp at a time of their own election. 
It is good to know that his trust was repaid, 
for it became a point of honour with the men 


to return before ten o'clock p.m., and to 


see that every light was extinguished at the 
regulation hour. 

The 3rd London Infantry Brigade, which 
trained at Colchester, alsc is notable because 
of its commander, Colenel Campbell, “ the 
Tally-ho V.GC.,” who is worshipped by his 
command, and. of whom it is said that. he 
comes very near to worshipping his battalions. 

The 1st London Brigade has been quartered 
for the past fortnight (which,included the 
cricket week) at Canterbury, owes something 
of its fame to one battalion.

Tennyson did not enforce the follow-on, 
though a possible four hours and twenty 
minutes were left for play. In these circum- 
stances, subsequently the cricket amounted to 
a pure exhibition. Nevertheless, it gave 
Brown, England’s wicket-keeper to-day, the 
opportunity to put together a fine hundred, 
his sixth of the season. In twe hours and 
three-quarters he made 103 not out in a score 
of 188 and had twelve 4's among his scoring 
strokes. Two interruptions occurred during 
Hampshire's innings through rain, but other- 
wise the weather, though for the most part 
dull, remained fine. 

The Lancashire XI, gained a most credit. 
able victory at Worcester, winning, with half 
an hour to spare, by an innings and 96 runs. 
They dismissed the home side in rather less 
than two hours for 111, Iddon bowling with 
great success, his four wickets only costing 
27 runs. 

The. Hastings festival ended quietly, the 
third match being drawn. This result was 
the inevitable from the overnight position, 
when Leicestershire led by 76 with one wicket 
down in the second innings, and, notwith- 
standing a remarkable series of fielding 
mistakes, the visitors could not score fast 
enough to give themselves time to force a 
victory; no fewer than eight chances were 
missed during the partnership between 
Dawson and Armstrong, who, coming together 
with a single, scored on Thursday evening, 
were not separated until half-past two, adding 
191 in two hours and a half. Four wickets 
fell after lunch for 31 runs, and then Rudd 
declared, Sussex wanting 287 for victory with, 
at most, two hours and forty minutes remain- 
ing. They had reason for anxiety when 
Parks and Bowley fell for 15, but Duleep- 
sinhji and Holdsworth added 88. Duleep- 
sinhji, missed in the slips when 28 with 
the total at 48, cut admirably, and there 
were eleven 4’s in his 73, for which he was 
batting an hour and a half. Ten minutes’ 
play at Cheltenham enabled Notts to win by 
224 runs. 

Fender had his men in the field to time 
at Weston-super-Mare, when Somerset re- 
quired 233 to win with six wickets in hand, 
but only three balls had been bowled when 
rain drove the players in for twenty minutes. 
When play was resumed 50 went up 3n 
seventy minutes, and Case and White 
obtained runs fairly easily. Fenley took the 
only wicket that fell, for, with two added 
to total, he secured a leg before verdict 
against Case, who had been batting for an 
hour for 15. On Ingle joining White the 
total was increased to 80 before rain came 
on again at twenty past twelve and continued, 
so that the match had to be abandoned in 
the early afternoon. 

The match between Essex and Derbyshire 
ended shortly before 5 o'clock at Leyton in 
a tame draw. Essex, when play ceased over- 
night, had established a first innings’ lead 
of 126, but as rain prevented cricket until a 
quarter to two, they had but a romote 
srospect of forcing a win. Still they batted 
in enterprising fashion when once play was 
possible, O’Connor especially so, and, scoring 
95 in sixty-five minutes for the loss of two 
wickets, declared at a quarter past three. 
Set 218 to win, Derbyshire were prevented 
by a shower from starting .their innings until 
twenty minutes to four, by which time all 
interest had died out of the game. Lee and 
Storer put on 58 for the opening partnership 
in just over an hour, and when the game 
was given up Derbyshire had scored 67 íor
